There are many beasts still 
alive—especially those of the lizard family— 
that closely resemble the prehistoric mon- ; 
sters. What would happen, now, if dinosauria 
came back to life and giant apes again beat 
their massive breasts in a drumming defiance 
of mankind? 

“You may. say, ‘What took millions of 
years to destroy would take another million 
or so to bring back.’ Granted! But isn’t it an 
intriguing idea? So. the improbability factor, 
instead of alarming us, encourages a further 
exploration of the subject.”
